FOREWORD 


I suppose almost everyone at some time or other in their lifetime has 
accumulated a number of family things, such as grandfather's watch, 
grandmother's fan, old family portraits and letters, and a million 
other things. During my lifetime I have been a great saver, a trait, 
I, no doubt, inherited from my parents. 


As ae result, I have on hand a few trinkets, some old letters and 
records and many photographs. I do not want to destroy these things. 
I wonder if future generations of Eckharts will attach any importance 
to these things. At least they can ignore my efforts and place this 
material in the scrap heap. _ 


About 1938, I began to write up the Eckhart Family History. This 
required writing many letters and the information was compiled and 
mimeographed and sent those who had helped with answers te my 
letters. I enjoyed this work as it was very interesting to learn about 
my ancestors, -Shortly after I decided to write up the Ashlemans, my 
father's mother's family. This was even more interesting as this 
family was more cooperative and eager to help me. The final result 
was that I wrote up two more families on my mother's side. These 
have been bound and will accompany this writing. 


I hope that some of my family after I am gone will read this account 
with as much pleasure as J have had in writing it. Herewith 'My 
Family History.'' I will be 78 years old this coming October in this 
year of 1975. 


A Short Account of My GREAT GRAND PARENTS 


This account is copied and condensed from my Family Histories. 
JOHANES ECKHARDT 
My great grandfather on my father's side. He was born in Ger- 
many in the village of Grosszimmerman near Damstadt, in 1805. 
He married Caroline Fraley in Germany. She was born in the early 
1800's. Johanes was a weaver by trade. This is about all we know 
of them. 


JOHN ULRICK ASHLEMAN 
He was my father's mother's father--my great grandfather. He 
was born in Switzerland, probably near Basil in 1971. He died in 
Auburn, Indiana in 1856, at age of 65 years. Married to Marie 
Everhard (Ebberhard). Born 1810 and died 1864 at age of 54 years. 
They migrated to America in 1832, John was a dairyman andcheese 
maker. In America they first settled in Ohio. Later John came to 
Indiana and bought land. He helped to lay out the Town of Auburn. 
Land purchased in Fort Wayne, Indiana, where the land office was 
located was signed on the deeds by President Martin Van Buren and 
written on parchment. At his death, John left his nine children each 
an 80 acre farm. Mostofit was in thick woods, which had to be 
cleared before crops could be raised. John and Marie were the 
parents of my grandmother, Barbara Ellen Ashleman Eckhart. 


Herewith A Short Account of MY GREAT GRANDPARENTS 
ON MY MOTHER'S SIDE OF THE FAMILY 


GEORGE V. MC MILLEN 
He was my grandmother Boland's Father. He was born in Ohio or 
possibly in Virginia. Born December 15, 1818, and died March 5th 
or 6th, 1901, at age 82. He came to Corona, Indiana, when he was 
20 years of age. He was afarmer. In Corona he met and married 
my great grandmother, when she was eighteen, Jane Elizabeth Cal- 
kins. Jane Elizabeth was born January 8, 1827, and she died May 
20, 1907, at 80 years of age. Grandfather went into the butcher 
business at Corona. I remember my Grandmother as a very old 
bed-ridden woman when I was a small boy. 


The Calkins family came from New York State. In the course of 
this account you will hear about my grandmother's brother, Milo 
Calkins who made a voyage into the Pacific on a whaler. 


PATRICK BOLAND 
He was born in Ireland about 1809, and died at age 82 in Toledo, 
Ohio. Year unknown. He married Bridget Owen. Dates unknown. 
These persons were my Grandfather Boland's parents. | 
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GRANDFATHER CHARLES ECKHART 


Charles Eckhart was born on February 24, 1841, in Germantown, Pennsyl- 
vania. He was the third son of John and Caroline (Fraley) Eckhardt. The 
parents were natives of the village of Grosszimmern, near the city of 
Damstadt in the providence of Hesse, Germany. They were married in 
Germany and their oldest son, Henry, was bornin Germany. They came 
to America in 1838. 


John was the oldest of three brothers, all of whom came to America and 
they left behind five sisters who never migrated. John was a weaver by 
trade, having learnedin Germany, and he designed and wove for the first 
time a particular type of loosely woven scarf, for women to wear as a Shawl 
over their heads. This wasknown as a''nibia."’ At the age of eight years 
Charles helped his father spool yarn. He attended school for about a year 
and a half, and in 1856 the family moved to Philadelphia, where father and 
son worked in a woolen mill. 


In the panic of 1857 the mill was closed down and Charles was thrown out 
on his own resources. Leaving home with three dollars in his pocket he 
walked thirty miles to Hilltown in Bucks County, where he entered the em- 
ploy of a carriage manufacturer. He was engaged for two weeks trial, at 
the end of which time he agreed to work for his employer for two and one- 
half years for board and washing, with three weeks off in harvest season, 
in order that he might earn enough money for his clothes. He was to be 
taught the wheelwright's trade. 


His employer being in financial trouble, at the age of nineteen Charles 
bought him out with his savings and a personal note for eight hundred 
dollars. At the outbreak of the Civil War he sold out the business and 
enlisted in the 104th Pennsylvania Volunteer Infantry, on September 16, 
1861, He was made a fourth sergeant at the time. The time until Novem- 
ber was spent in drilling. In March they went as part of McCielland's 
army to Alexandria, Virginia, and then by transport to Newport News, 
Virginia, arriving the day after the historic battle of the ''Monitor" and 
"Merrimac.'' They helped in the siege of Yorktown and in the battle of 
Williamsburg. They took part in the battle of Fair Oaks or Seven Pines, 
and also engaged in the Seven Days retreat from Richmond. Next came 
the battle of Antietam, after which the 104th was ordered to Gloucester 
Point and there did guard duty until January, 1863. From there they 
went on an expedition through the Carolinas. On May 20, 1863, Charles 
was discharged on account of physical disability, at Hilton Head, South- 
Carolina. He was a first sergeant at this time. 


In February 1864, Charles enlisted for the second time in the 213th, 
Pennsylvania Volunteers, with the rank of first sergeant and did guard 
duty near Washington, D.C., and in Maryland, until six months after 
the war. 
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This is a photograph from a colored painting of the old 
Ashlemen barn buily in 1944 by John Ulrick Ashleman in 
Auburn Indiana across the road from his homestead. Te is 
still in Auburn and has the original framework byt the 
siding and the roof has been replaced several times thr- 
ought the years. From a rendering of Howard Ashleman a cousin. 
now retired and living in Florida.

After the war he entered the Bryant and Stratton Business College at 

Philadelphia, but lack of funds prohibited him from finishing his course. 
fter this he worked at his trade in Norristown, Pennsylvania. 

The family name had been spelled Eckhard in Germany, and when they 

came to America it was changed to Eckhardt. In the army payrodé!l the 

name was interpreted as Eckhart, and so it has been used Since by 

Charles and his descendents. 


In 1866 Charles went to Indiana to visit his Uncle George Eckhardt who 
lived on a farm near Waterloo. He worked for the Studebaker Brothers 
at South Bend for a short time when their plant was very small. He 
worked at the bench alongside of the Studebakers. 


At this time he met and married Barbara Ellen Ashleman, daughter of 
John Ulary and Mery (€verhard) Ashleman. Barbara Ejlen was born in 
Wayne County, Ohio, on October 30, 1866 and died in Auburn, Indiana, 
on September 10, 1903. Her parents came from Switzerland and her 
father was engaged in the milk, and possibly the cheese, business in 
Berne. John was born in October 1791 and died February 17, 1856. 
Mary was born June 20, 1810 and died in Auburn October 3, 1864. Both 
of Barbara's parents were dead before she was merried. John came to 
Wayne County, Ohio in 1836 and to Auburn in 1843. He helped lay out 
the townsight of Auburn. The land was bought directly from the gov- 
ernment. He acquired almost a thousand acres of land, enough to give 
each of his nine children a farm of eighty acres. 


In 1867 Charles and Barbara Ellen moved to Pennsylvania in Chester 
County, where he resumed his trade. Their first child, Frank, was 
born in Chester County near Fishers Hollow. Shortly thereafter the 
family moved across the Schuylkill River into Montgomery County where 
their other three children were born. Charles owned and operated a 
shop here and built and repaired buggies, carts and carriages. The 
largest town and the shopping center was Phoenixville, which was near- 
by. The children were born in the following order:

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In 1874, a panic year, the family moved back to Indiana. Here Barbara 
Ellen had an eighty-acre farm. They traded this to Moses Ashleman, 
her brother, for a brick house and five acres of land. This was to be- 
come the birthplace of the Eckhart Carriage Company. In the parlor 

of the brick house Charles worked at his trade and built his first buggy. 
From this humble beginning was to grow the Eckhart Carriage Company 
and the AUBURN Automobile Co. 


Charles built a two-story shed 18 x 24 feet on the northwest corner of 

his five acres. Later a blacksmith shop 20 x 30 feet was built beside 
this. These buildings faced on what is now east Seventh Street in Auburn. 
Later these buildings were moved to the east side of the property. They 
were added to and from this time on, about 1883, the business grew into 
a factory, supplying the wholesale trade and building a complete line of 
buggies and surries. The business was incorporated first in 1885 and 
re-incorporated in 1893, 


As his sons grew up, Charles taught each one a trade which would fit 
him to help in the manufacture of carriages. Frank was taught to be a 
painter, and at the age of sixteen became foreman of the paint shop. 
Morris became a blacksmith and William learned the trimmer's trade, 
trimming and upholstering buggies. 


In 1893 Charles Eckhart retired and left the business in the hands of his 
sons. In 1887, at the age of twenty, Frank went on the road, selling. 
In 1893 he assumed the active management of the business, and Morris 
went out selling. 


In 1902 the firm began to manufacture automobiles. This was due to the 
efforts of Frank, When he was unable to purchase a Winton car in 1902, 
which he very much desired, he secured an engine, transmission, dif- 
ferential and other parts, and with the help of a blacksmith, assembled 
them into the first Auburn car. The first car had a lever to steer by, 
Similar to the type used on early electric cars. Frank already owned 
an Oldsmobile with a tiller type of steering, and he wanted something 
bigger and better than the Oldsmobile. 


In the year 1904 they built and sold fifty cars. A two-story building 
60 x 100 feet was built in the rear of the buggy factory and the Auburn 
Automobile Company was on its way to becoming a successful concern. 


In the early years of car-making there was considerable concern in the 
minds of the family as to whether it should be given up or continued. At 
that time the horseless carriage was spoken of as a plaything and a fad, 
and its future was prophesied as very indefinite. It was a good many 

years before the banks considered loans to car builders as safe and de- 
sirable investments. It was only on the insistence of Frank that the car 


business was continued. To his foresight was due the future fortune 
that was to come to the family through the Auburn Automobile Company. 
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The Automobile factory burned down in 1909 and another larger plant 
was purchased, This grew from a few small buildings to a plant that 
covered several acres of ground. The Automobile Company had been 
incorporated in 1903, all the stock being owned by the family. After the 
move, Morris took the more active management of the car factory and 
developed the business into a sizable investment. Good profits were 
made each year. Some years very phenominal earnings proved that 
Frank had been rightin insisting on continuing the manufacture of cars. 
It was a wise move. 


In 1918, a Chicago Bank purchased the company. The family received 
over a million dollars in cash and large blocks of common stock in 
the new company. Morris continued to manage the business under 
contract for them for a few years. He retired in 1920. Frank retired 
in 1918, and moved to Los Angeles, California, with his family, to live. 
William had moved to Los Angeles in the early part of the century and 
was associated in the auto trimming and top building business owned by 
his brother-in-law. 


GRANDMOTHER BARBARA ELLEN ASHLEMAN ECKHART 1836-1903 


Daughter of John and Maria Ashleman, my paternal grandmother. 


Barbara was born on November 13, 1836 in Wayne County, Ohio. When 
She was seven years old she moved with her family to Auburn, Indiana, 
where she lived the balance of her life. She grew up on the family farm 
east of Auburn. She attended the usual school common in those days. 
It is reasonable to suppose she contributed her Share of the work that 
had to be done around the house and she learned all of the duties which 
all girls had to know in those early days. 


Barbara Ellen was twenty when her father died in 1856 and twenty-eight 
when her mother passed away in 1864. Her oldest sister, Elizabeth, 
was married and had moved to a home of her own. Barbara and her 
brother Moses were left to run the home and care for the younger chil- 
dren. Moses married in 1865 and Barbara Ellen became the head of 
the family until her marriage to my grandfather, Charles Eckhart, in 
1866, on October 30th. Charles was from Pennsylvania. He had come 
to visit two of his Uncles who had settled on farms west of Waterloo. 


Barbara Ellen was a woman of medium height, a little on the plump side. 
She had dark hair, which later turned gray in her older years. She loved 
to keep flowers, as did her sisters and her mother. They spent many 
hours in their garden caring for them. Charles was the disciplinarian of 
the family, demanding obedience from all, and getting it. He ruled the 
home with an iron hand. Family prayers were in order each day. Years 
later Charles and Barbara joined the Christian Advent Church. This is 
not the Seventh-Day Adventists Church. 


Grandmother Barbara was quite frail and her health was poor for years. 
After Charles retired, in 1892, they traveled and spent the winters in 
Florida or California. They lived for years in the brick house that Bar- 
bara received in a trade with her brother Moses for her eighty acre 
inheritance from her father. Here Charles built his first buggy in the 
parlor. The factory was built on the adjoining acreage. About 1892 
Charles bought a new home on the Southwest corner of Fifth and Van Buren 
Streets. 


To quote from a letter from one of the relatives, "Mrs. Eckhart was a 
nice looking woman, quiet and gentle.'' Others have mentioned her out- 
Standing trait was gentleness. I am inclined to think much of this rubbed 
off on father, as this was one of his outstanding traits. I do not recall 
very much of grandmother as I was only six years old when she died. 
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MICHAEL BOLAND 


Michael Boland was born December 12, 1853 and died November 24, 
1918, in Auburn, Indiana, at age 63 years. 


D. Celestia Maria McMillen was born February 25, 1853 and died Decem- 
ber 13, 1940. She was born in Coronna, Indiana and died in Auburn, 
Indiana. She grew up in Coronna and attended school there. On October 
31, 1875 she was united in marriage to Michael Boland. Mrs. Boland 
lived to the ripe old age of 87, outliving her husband by 22 years. 


Mr. Boland came to DeKalb County in 1872, asa telegrapher for the 
New York Central Railroad, at Coronna, Indiana. He was born and 
raised in Toledo, Ohio, and attended school there. When he was a 
small child he lost his left arm having it cut off by a train. This was 
never a handicap to him. He played baseball on the Coronna team and 
engaged in all normal activities. When the writer, George Boland 
Eckhart, his grandson, remembers how he used to ride him on the 
handlebars of his bicycle and play ball with him. 


Grandfather was in the hardware business for many years and could tie 
up a package as well as any man with two hands. 


The Bolands moved to Auburn in 1872, when Mr. Boland was elected 
County Recorder by the Democrats. He Served in this office for eight 
years. He was identified with banking interests and in 1885 he was 
appointed Postmaster by President Grover Cleveland, for four years. 
He was associated with the old Zimmerman Manufacturing Company 
and became a partner in the hardware firm of Brown, Culbertson and 
Boland. Later he was in the insurance business and became President 
of the DeKalb Mortgage Loan Company, which also handled real estate. 
He was most active in all civic affairs. 


When my Father and Grandfather built the Auburn Y.M.C.A., my 
Grandfather Boland acted as confidential secretary, paying all the bills 
and making an accounting thereof. He did the same for Grandfather 
Eckhart when the Eckhart library was built. Grandfather Boland was 
raised a Catholic, but of his own accord accepted the Protestant faith 
and became a prominent and active member of the First Methodist 
Church in Auburn. He served for many years aS a member of the 
School board. He was active in the Free Fall Festivals held in lieu of 
a fair each year. He was a staunch Democrat and had he been living 
today he would have denounced the New and Fair Deals as a bunch of 
gangsters. He was a man of principle and much respected by all the 
people of Auburn and in fact the state, and loved by all that knew him. 
I recall that my stepmother Grace Eckhart had a particular admiration 
for him as a man of high principles and she never hesitated to say so. 
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MY MATERNAL GRANDPARENTS 
MICHAEL BOLAND BORN DEC.18th. 1853 in Toledo Ohio and MARIA 
CELESTIA MC MILLAN BORN FEB.25th. 1853 in CORONA , INDIANA. 
I HAVE ALWAYS BEEN MUCH CLOSER TO ™Y GRANDPARENTS THAN THE AV PAGE 
GRANDSON. AFTER MY MOTHER DIED WHEN I WAS SIX MONTHS OLD ,MY 
FATHER AND I LIVED IN THERI HOME FOR THE NEXT FIVE YEARS UNTIL 
FATHER MARRIED AGAIN.I WAS A SPOILED KID . NOTHING WAS EVES DENTEN 
ME. I RECALL THAT EVERY DAY ON THE WAY TO SCHOCL I WOULD SToOP RY

GRANDMOTHER BOLAND 


I should at this time include a personal word about my Grandparents. 
Due to circumstances of deaths in the family it became their lot to help 
in the raising of their relatives and friends. 


Shortly after they were married, Grandmother Boland's sister's child 
came to live with them upon the death of her father. Later her sister, 
another niece, came to live with the Bolands. The first sister went to 
live with other relatives. This niece, who Grandmother raised, was 
named Etta Mae Heist, and she spent the next twenty-two years in the 
Bolands' home. Then along came her own two children. They were my 
Uncle George Carey Boland and my Mother Jessie Belle Boland Eckhart. 
A few years later after my mother died in 1898, my father andI came 
into their home to live for the next four years. Mrs. Boland's mother, 
my Great-grandmother McMillen, was cared for by the Bolands. I have 
a faint recollection of Great-grandmother McMillen, who passed away 
in 1907. A few years later when Uncle George was divorced from his 
wife, their daughter, Jessie Boland, came into the household as a young 
girl, and she was raised by the Bolands. 


Just stop and ponder for a moment and one can realize that these folks 
surely did their share in this world. My father wrote a letter to me 
upon Grandmother's death and I quote, ''Never in those long years dol 
ever recall that she ever complained of being unhappy about the job 

that was hers to do.'"' I think this shows a characteristic of Grandmother 
that should be called to mind whenever we think of her. Grandmother 
died December 13, 1940. 


The following items were found in Grandmother Boland's Scrap Book. 
Grandfather and Grandmother lived in their home on North Main Street 
across from the Y.M.C.A. This was on Main and Fifth Streets. In 
1915 Grandfather moved the old home out and built a new house. In 
1918 Grandfather died at the age of 63 years. 


He had lived on that corner for 37 years. Grandmother lived in the new 
home until about 1938 and she lived on that corner for 57 years. 


Grandfather's will was one of the shortest wills ever filed in Auburn. 
The instrument was written by him in his own handwriting on a letter- 
head of his firm. He gave all of his property, real and personal, to his 
wife. The business affairs of the deceased were kept in such a condition 
that it was not necessary to appoint an Executor of the will. 
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My Father's name was Frank Everhart Eckhart. He was born in Pennsyl- 
yania on October 9, 1867, at a place called Fisher's Hollow. I have a 
photograph of this stone two-story home. It will appear in a few pages on 
the life of my Father in this writing. He was the oldest son of Charles 
Eckhart and Barbara Ellen Ashleman. Father married my mother June 3, 
1896, who was Jessie Belle Boland Eckhart. She was born August 22, 
1876. They were married on June 3, 1896 in Auburn, Indiana. oey 
moved into a little cottage on North Main Street, where I was born. I 

was the only child. 


My Mothers health was very delicate as a result of my hirth ane

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FRANK EVERHART ECKHART, My Father 


I would be neglecting my duty if I did not point out all of the starling 
qualities of my father Frank Everhart Eckhart. I do this not in the 
sense of bragging but to give credit where credit is due. There is no 
doubt that father was a remarkable man when you consider his accom- 
plishments. I list herewith some of the outstanding accomplishments 
of his life. 


He was made the foreman of the paint shop at age sixteen. Painting was 
one of the most intricate parts of building a buggy. In those days it took 
many days to complete a paint job. Coat after coat had to be applied to 
both color and varnish and between each coat they were rubbed down. 
This required plain steaking work and much time was consumed. After 
Grandfather Charles retired in 1890, Father became the manager of the 
Eckhart Carriage Company. He held this position for well over twenty 
years until the Carriage Company was dissolved. Prior to that, in the 
1880's Father had traveled through Ohio, Indiana, Michigan and Illinois 
for the company. The writer recalls his father telling him that he would 
set out on a two week's trip with a little grip about the size of a doctor's 
bag. Init he would have his shaving gear, two clean shirts, a couple of 
detachable stiff collars and a change of long underwear. Father also 
told me that in the 1880's he found boarding houses where he could get a 
hearty meal for twenty-five cents. These meals included two choices 

of meat, vegetables, all kinds of sauces, pickles and jams, and choice 
of several kinds of pie. 


Father was the first person in Auburn to go abroad. He was the first of 
or one of the first individuals to begin a personal library. He began 
these activities in 1900. The next year he built the first Auburn Auto- 
mobile. These traits showed that father was on the ball and thinking all 
the time. He built our first home in 1904 and within two or three years 
acquired a larger home in which we lived for fifteen years. 


In 1913, Dad was elected on the Board of Trustees of the DePauw Uni- 
versity. About this time he became interested in the Anti-Saloon League 
and was most active in forcing the saloons out of Auburn. He gave of 
his time and money to this cause. This same year he along with my 
Grandfather Charles gave the town of Auburn a Y.M.C.A. building which 
was most unusual for a town this size to have. The final investment in 
this building exceeded seventy thousand dollars. By this time the 
Kckhart family had become Auburn's most philanthropical citizens. 


In 1918, when the family moved to Los Angeles to live, father bought a 
beautiful home on Kingslay Drive. It was in California that most of his 
outstanding contributions to civic and religious works began. The 
family had always supported both home and foreign missions through 
the church. Also he supported several missionaries in the Orient for 
years, andI recall the reading of letters from them.

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I, Geerge Boland Eckhart was born at Auburn Indiana at three 
oclock in the morning on October 11 ,1897. My weight was four 
pounds and eight ounces . The attending physician was Doctor N.V. 
Swartz a lady doctor. My mothers health was poorly and as a 
result I was taken to the home on an old Greman lady whe was a 
midewife and she cared for me and nursed me until I was weaned. 
Thereafter my grandmather Bolandeared for me in her home. 


Late in the fall of 1897 mothers health was still poorly and she 
was taken to Los Angeles by my Grendmother andFather to spend 
the winter,with the hopes thatthe sunny and warm climate would 
would improve her health. Later I feund out that she was with 
what in those days was called "Brights Disease. Very little was 
known in those days how to treat that malady. Today it is called 
kidney failureand can be trrated with some success... 


My folks stayed with my grand-mother and Grand Father Eckhart who 
had rented a hohe at 202 EastWorkman street for the winter months. 
This was located just off North Broadway on the was between Los A 
Angeles and oasadena. It was considered quite a popular neighborhood. 
My mother died here on March 29,1998. She was twenty-two years of 
age. I was six months old at the time . Her body was brought back 

to Auburn Indiana and burried in the Boland family plot in Fverqreen 
Cemetary. 


My fathers name was Frank Everhart Eckhart. He was born in Penna- 
Salvania, near Philadelphia, ata nlace called Fishers Hollow. T 

have a photograph of the twostory stone housein which he lived. 
Father andJJessie Bell Beland Eckhart were married in Auburn 
Indiana on June 3,1896. They moved into a little cottageon north 
Main Street where I was born. IT was the only child of this marrieqe. 


After my mothers death my Father and I lived in my grandparent’s home 
on north main street. Father at that time was the manager for the 
Eckhart Cerriage Co. of Auburn.

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FATHER'S FIRST CAR 


In 1900, Father bought his first automobile. It was an Oldsmobile. He 
went to Lansing, Michigan, where the factory was and drove it home to 
Auburn. I think it was a one-cylinder two-seater. I recall that dad could 
sit in the seat and crank the car. It had a steering wheel like a tiller on 
a boat that moved from left to right and right to left, 


I was a spoiled boy. My parents indulged me in every way, especially my 
grandparents. My second mother did however endeavor toteach me the 


THE AUBURN AUTOMOBILE COMPANY 


It was during this time or perhaps a year later that Father wanted a larger 
car. A doctor in Auburn had a two-cylinder Winton that had a tonneau and 
carried four or five persons. It also had a steering wheel and a windshield 
and lights. Father found there was a dealer for the Winton in Chicago, who 
advertised a car for $2,700.00. He went up to Chicago to buy this car, but 
upon arrival found the price had been raised to $3,000.00, and this was 
without the lights and windshield. He repaired to his hotel to think the 
matter over. The price of $3,000.00 was a lot of money in those days, -- 
particularly for a plaything. 


Sitting in the lobby of his hotel he met a traveling man who sold him goods 
for the Carriage Factory. They got to talking and the salesman inquired 
of him, "Why so glum looking?" Father told him the story and remarked 
"If I knew where I could find a transmission and a differential, I would 
build a car. I know where I can get an engine. '' The traveling man said 
he knew a man in Springfield, Illinois, who could Supply these items. 
Father went to Springfield and bought the items. He stopped on the way © 
home in Logansport, Indiana, and bought a two cylinder motor. After 
this material arrived in Auburn, Father and the blacksmith built the first 
Auburn car. In later years Uncle Morris tried to take credit for this, 
but I have the true story from my Dad. 19CT. 
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FATHER MARRIES AGAIN 


The next important event in my life occurred in 1903 when father married 
Grace Leiter on April 22nd, in the Methodist Church. Father and I moved 
from the Boland home to that of my Grandfather Eckhart's house on Jack- 
son Street. Grandfather and Grandmother Eckhart were spending the 
winter in Florida or California. Father immediately set out to build our 
new home on North Main Street. This was known as the Square House. 


It was a spacious two-story frame house with a full cellar and a large un- 
finished attic. A good place to play on rainy days. Upon entering there 
was a parlor. on the right side. On the left a large living room with a 
dining room at the end. Behind the parlor was the stairway and beside 
this a small washroom and toilet. On past this down the central hall was 
the kitchen with a screened back porch. Upstairs were four bedrooms 
and a bath. Mary Ellen and Josephine were both born here, It was a 
comfortable home. 


We lived in this house when Dad bought the Snyder house a block nearer 
town. It had a lot of gingerbread on it and he removed this and built a 
wide front porch around the front and side. It was faced with beautiful 
cut stone. 


On May sixth 1904 Mary Fllen was born in the square house, .She 

Was a frail baby and was born with a discolated hip. There was 

a new doctor , an ostepath who corrected this. There was a possibility 
that she may of had spinal menengitis but in those days little 

was known about this. We were advised to spend the winter in a warmer 
climate and asa result we spent that winter in Tucson Arizona

The bells were ringing and the whistles were blowing and guns were pop- 
ping when we alighted from the train. Guns were not allowed in the east 
and we thought there was a Mexican Revolution in town. A house had been 
rented on the edge of town on First Street, just off Park Avenue, which 
bordered the University of Arizona. Everything northofus was raw desert. 
Speedway had not yet been cut through. I used to play out in the desertin 
the sand. There were only two houses in the block. 


I attended the second grade in school. To reach the old Roscruge School 
House, I had to walk about a mile down an arroyo. I was always late for 
school because so many items of interest kept me occupied. The school 
was a block from the Southern Pacific Railroad Depot and we could look 

out the windows and see the trains go by. 


Tucson was very strange to a seven year old boy. Several incidents hap- 
pened which I think my readers should enjoy reading about. We must have 
taken a hack out to our house. It was dark and we could not see much of 

the town. In the morning Mother took a look out to the west and could see 
the Catalina mountains through the clear desert air across the desert. 
Distances were confusing in Arizona. Mother remarked, "Tsn't that lovely, "' 
we will ride the baby in her buggy out there and back every day.'' We 
learned later that it was over ten miles out to the mountains. 


This house was a small brick cottage with a large back porch, and as I 
recall it was screened. On this porch was hung an "'Olla."' This is a 
large earthen water container. The walls were somewhat porous and water 
leaked out slowly. It was sometimes covered with some kind of thick 
cloth. As the water evaporated, it kept the interior quite cool and very 
comfortable to drink. The olla had to be cleaned out occasionally and 
water added daily. This was one thing that was new to mid-westerners 


like us. 


There was a horse car-line from town out to the main gate of the Univer- 
sity, which was only two blocks away. My Mother would not ride on this 
Dbecause the Mexican driver of the mules that pulled it was always drunk. 
We had a Chinese laundry-man. He gave us liche nuts, the first I had 
ever tasted. Father had obtained a bicycle. One day Mother filled a quart 
mason jar with lemonade and packed us some sandwiches, and Father rode 
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me on the handle-bars out to "A" Mountain. The roads were bumpy and I 
dropped the lemonade. We climbed the mountain to an old look-out point 
and fort used by the Indians. We then crossed over a saddle in the moun- 
tain to the Desert Museum. This was established a few years before by 
Andrew Carnagie. The Santa Rita Hotel was the finest building in town. It 
had been opened the year before. 


Tucson was pretty much a mud village at that time. Most of the family resi- 
dences were of mud above with flat roofs. A few were plastered. I have been 
ta trying to find the population of Tucson in 1905, The Special Collections ay ; 
___ the University gave me the figure as 14, 000 in 1904 and 17,000 in 1906. This 
| seems very high to me, asI recall the little town. I found another figure of 
7,531 in 1902, still too high in my estimation, 


One day Father rented a horse and surrey and we all drove out i the Mission 
of San Xavier del Bac. My Aunt Ada Eckhart and my cousin Ruth were visit - 
ing us and they were along. I have three old snapshots of Tucson in 1905. 
They are very faded and may not reproduce to any advantage. Note the old 
dresses on the women and their funny hats. 


To say the least, Tucson was a most interesting experience for a small boy 
from Indiana. 


We returned to Auburn and I attended school at the Ward School House.

About this time my Grandfather Boland was in the real estate business. 

He secured a parcel of land at Hamilton Lake. This was 12 miles north 

of Auburn. He subdivided this property into lots facing the lake front. As 
a boy, I was sent up there with Colonel Kahulman to lay out the roads. The 
road followed the lake shore for a couple of miles before it entered the tract 
we laid out. The land was covered with fine trees and was indeed a charm- 
ing spot. 


Father built a nice cottage on the lake front. It was two-story construc- 
tion, with two bedrooms downstairs, one bath, and a kitchen. The entire 
width of the house was one long room. Dining was at one end. A wide 
screen porch on the front covered the entire width. I recall that I slept 
in a Swing on this porch. The second story was like an attic, just one 
large room. A curtain was stretched down the middle, and on either side 
of this curtain was a long row of beds. The men slept on one side and the 
women on the other side. This was a fine place for family reunions, and 
as one can see by the photographs, as many as twenty or more were there 
at various times. 


We had good fishing on the lake and often fish for supper. I learned to 
handle a casting rod and we caught bass as well as bluegill and perch for 
the table. Father bought me a canoe when we made a trip to Canada in 
1914. I learned to swim. The family would go up there and spend the 
entire summer. Father commuted every day to the Carriage Factory. 


Father built a scow. It was just a flat-bottomed raft with twelve inch sides 
and was about 15' by 20' in size. The EVEBRUDE Motor had just been 
invented and we had one of the first. I recall that we almost wore out our 
arms in trying to crank it. That fall when we were closing up for the 
winter, we dropped the EVEBRUDE Motor in the lake. Father said let it 
go, ‘It's no good anyway, won't run worth a darn.'' Next year after we 
rescued it out of the water it ran like a charm. 


Mother was learning to drive. She and father left one morning to go to 
Auburn and mother was driving. The road to Hamilton wound in and out 
of the woods. She was driving the little roadster that father had built. 

See a picture of it on a previous page. She ran into a tree and that was 
the last of her learning to drive. Many years later she did master the art 
and she became an excellent driver. She passed all her driving tests until 
her sickness at eighty-eight. After father broke his hip in 1945, mother 
mastered the art of driving. 
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THE SNYDER HOUSE 


In 1906, or 1907, Father bought a home closer to town, known as the 
Snyder House. It was much larger to care for our growing family. It had 
a lot of ginger-bread, or rather garrish features which Father did away 
with. He then built a wide porch across the front and south side. This 
was faced with a cut stone front wall. This home had five bedrooms and 
a sleeping porch. Father tore out one of the partitions downstairs and 
made a large living-room as long as the width of the house. At the front 
entrance hall, a beautiful quartersawed oak stairway led to the second 
floor. To the right off this hall was a spacious parlor which could be shut 
off entirely by wide sliding doors. A little farther along this hall was a 
short stairs leading down to ground level and to reach a porte-co chere 

or a covered driveway where we could mount our horses or leave and enter 
a carriage at a later date. 


One of the outstanding rooms was the dining-room. It was panelled wainscot 
height in dark oak stained black. At the south end was a built-in china 
closet as was the west wall. All this was done to match the beautiful heavy 
oak dining table and sideboard. This, Father bought from the Roycrofters, 
a popular furniture firm in the east. There was a south set of windows 
above the built-in china closet and also a window on the east side. 


This was to be our home until we moved to California in 1918. The third 
floor had been remodeled with a large maid's room and bath. There was 

a large attic which made a good place to play on rainy days. The basement 
covered the entire house. Here were stored barrels of apples for the long 
winters. Each year a local farmer named Joe, something or other, butch- 
ered a big hog for us. Everything but the squeal was "put up.'' I recall 
with much pleasure the fine pork sausage we had on cold winter mornings 
with pancakes. 


Father built a three car garage. We kept old Tom, our horse, here and 
the closed carriage. He carried us all over town. Later it was used for 
automobiles. I had a fine wood working shop. In the rear of the garage 
father built a tennis court. Our property extended east through to the next 
street. The eastern half was at one time an old creek bed. It flooded 

over each winter and we skated over about two acres behind our home and 
Uncle Morris Eckhart's back yard. It was a wonderful home. Photographs 
are accompanying these pages.

The humorus incident involving titie to your old home property merely 
reflects how the business men of several generaticns age stumbled 
through their real estate transactions, and in spite of their careless~

Pi11 Schaab and Bert Robbins as young unmarried feliows purchased the 
tract of land now known as Robbins & Schaab's Addition and laid it out 
into lots. They took title jointly as tenants in ccmmon, meaning each 
of them owned one half of each parcel, and then they proceeded each of 
them to build their homes without going to the trouble cf conveying © 
their respective half interest to each other to each other's homes, 
They scold Simon Snyder the two lots where he built his home arni which 
was your old home. Eowever, Judge Hose apparently discovered a slight 
flaw in the title some place and he recommended that Dad and vert Robbins 
quiet title, and apparentiy in bringing the acticn he inadvertently 
quieted title against Simon Snyder as to the deed that they had previcusiy 
iven him, which on the decree in the action meant that tney owned his 
house, so that when he sold it to Frank Eckhart who in turn sold it to 
Bill Willennar, we find three of the most astute business men that the 
town ever produced apparently never took the trouble to have an abstract 
of title made, or examined, and thus never actually owned their property.

to the house afterward to cffer my condolances to Jim and his mother. 
Jim told me that he had his father's old files in the basement and 
that he probably would ultimately destroy them, sc that if I wanted © 
the rather bulky file involving the Schaab family I was welcome to it. 
Naturally I took it/out of curiousity ran through it and bumped into 
this situation. I verified the true facts with the Court House records 
and since Lad and Bert Hobbins were still alive I was able to get the 
proper exchange of deeds and conveyances so that everybody now actually 
owns what they are entitled to.

THE ECKHART LIBRARY 


In 1910 my Grandfather Charles Eckhart gave to the town of Auburn a 
free public library. He had been active from the start in a movement for 
a public library. An appeal was made to Andrew Carnagie for funds to 
build a library. Negotiations were under way when Mr. Eckhart pur- 
chased half of a block on Jackson Street to donate as a site for the library 
if Mr. Carnagie would furnish the money for a building. Later he de- 
cided to build the building and later he purchased the balance of the block 
behind the building. The writer was invited by Grandfather to go to 
Atlantic City and to act as a page in the Prohibition National Convention 
there. On this trip we went to New York where Grandfather purchased 
an elaborate fountain to be placed in the lot behind the library. 


The details of this library will be found adjoining the picture of the library 
and some photographs of the interior. The building was of the finest con- 
struction and has been very well kept up. 


The people of Auburn secured the services of a prominent artist named 
Grafton to paint a portrait of Grandfather. It hangs in the main room of 
the building. A copy of this portrait is shown herewith. At the time that 
Mr. Grafton painted this portrait he had just returned from Europe and 
had brought some of his paintings to Auburn. My Grandfather purchased 
one of these. It was a painting of a cart on the seashore in Holland 
gathering Kelp. When my Grandfather died, I was asked what I would 
like of his things and I chose this picture. At the same time, Father 
and Mother bought a painting which was of Mr. Grafton's wife in native 
costume sitting on a sand dune and looking out to sea. The writer now 
has both of these paintings hanging in his home.

Chis Indenture Witnesseth: That, Charles Eckhart and Martha A. Ecichart, his wife, of DeKalb 
County, in the State of Indiana, Convey ano Warrant, to the Public Library Board of the City of Auburn, 
Indiana, for the consideration of one dollar, the following described real estate sicuate in DeKaib County, 
State of Indiana, to-wit:-- 


Lot number twenty-five (25), and Lot number twenty-six (26) in Western Addition to the City of 
Auburn, in said DeKalb County, upon the following express conditions, to-wit:— 


The said grantee shall within two years after this date, erect and furnish upon said real estate, with the 
money hereafter donated by said grantor to said grantee, a public library building, in accordance with, and in 
conformity to the plans and specitications therefor, heretofore adopted by said Board; and said grantee shail 
forever maintain on said real estate and in said building, a public library, and said real estate shal! be used for 
no other or different purpose whatever, except as hereinaiter expressly authorized; and on the following fur- 
ther express conditions, that is to say, that there shali be provided in said building on the second floor thereof, 
an assembly room, and that said room shail, at ali reasonable hours, he open for the meeting therein of such 
Cicas, Societies, Oncanizations or Assoctations, as have for their purpose the advancement of education 
or philanthropy; provided, however, that said room shall be so open tor all such clubs, societies, organizations 
Or associations as above provided, without partiality, and provided, further, that No ORGANIZATION OF A 
POLITICAL OR SECTARIAN CHARACTER, OF ONE ORGANIZED FOR PECUNIARY ProrttT, shall be permitced to hoid 
Meetings in said room, except oniy such entertainments for Pecuniary profic as may be held under the auspices 
and for the benefit of said library board; and upon the following further express condition, that is to say, that 
NEITHER THE SALE, NOR THE USE, OF TOBACCO OR INTOXICATING LIQUORS 
SHALL EVER BE PERMITTED UPON SAID REAL ESTATE. 


Upon the breach of any of the conditions hereinbefore stated and declared, at any time hereatter, - 
however remote, the title to said real estate shall immediately thereupon revert to said grantor, Charies 
Eckhart, his heirs, devisees or assigns. ;

At this time I would like to report an important event that occurred in my 
life. I should mention that after Father married Mother Grace I met her 
side of the family. I specifically remember we made many trips to Butler 
just about 12 miles from Auburn. Here lived Mother's half sister, Aunt 
Josie, and her husband, Uncle Eddie. Aunt Josie had raised Mother and 
her sisters, Aunt Olive Coats and Aunt Pearl Bright, and their brother, 
Uncle Arthur Leither. Grandmother Leiter lived with Grandfather Leiter, 
In Kewana. I recall visits here and the grand meals Grandmother Mary 
cooked. I was only seven or eight years old at the time. When the three 
Leiter girls grew up they went to live with Uncle Eddie and Aunt Josie 
Fosdick. 


When I first met Aunt Josie she was on crutches due to an accident I thought. 
I never learned for sure just what it was. Later she recovered and this I 
am positive was because of her sheer will power and desire to be well. I 
knew her all of the rest of her life. We were in her home in Butler for all 
the Christmas years. I remember the old home in Butler. Uncle Edwin 
worked in the bank. Eventually they moved to Auburn and he was with the 
Eckhart Carriage Company for several years. Later when we moved to 
California the Fosdicks moved and lived there until they died. 


A word about Uncle Eddie: He was a tall, thin man with a fine grey Van- 
Dyke beard. Every one loved Uncle Eddie and Aunt Josie. He was the son 
of Edward Fosdick a prominent practicing lawyer in Butler. Edward had 
ambitions for his son to become a lawyer and so sent him to college where 
he obtained a degree in the law. He found this was not to be his profession 
and so he attended medical school and graduated from Ann Arbor College 

in Michigan with a degree in Medicine. He never practiced law or medicine. 
In his earlier years we find him in Kewana, Indiana, as the proprieter 

of a drug store. Here he met and married Aunt Josie and they moved to 
Butler where he bought another drug store. 


These folks were the backbone of the family. They were the ones to hear 
all the troubles and give the best of advice. They were revered and loved 
by everyone. The following pages show family trips to our cottage on Lake 
Hamilton, where as many as twenty relatives gathered for vacations every 
summer. In all the family photographs our Uncle Eddie stands out as the 
man with the gotee or white Van Dyke beard. H& was a very distinguished 
person.

INTERLAKEN SCHOOL FOR BOYS 


I attended the first year of High School in Auburn. The next year I was sent 

to Interlaken School. It was located half-way between LaPorte and South Bend, 
Indiana, on a 640 acre farm. This I attended for two years. Then, upon the 
advice of the headmaster, I attended DePauw University. This was a mistake. 
I had several courses to make up because of trying to make what was norm- 
ally a four year course in three years. It Plagued me all through college and 
as a result I graduated mid-year 1920 instead of 1918. 


Interlaken School was an unusual type of school, founded after a schoo] in 
Switzerland by Dr. Edward Rumley. Dr. Rumley had been educated in Swit- 
zerland. He came from a wealthy family living in LaPorte, Indiana. The 
school was founded upon the principal that adolescent youth should have work 
to keep him busy and out of mischief and trouble. The idea was excellent. 


The school had about one hundred pupils. The classes were small and the 
teachers excellent. All of the work of keeping up the 640 acres was done by 
the students. The first job I had was on the farm helping to fill a silo. The 
main building was a two-story log structure, built in a "U"! shape. The bot- 
tom of the ''U'' was a gymnasium and assembly hall. The two wings were 
school-rooms downstairs and dormitories above. This building as were all 
others were built by the students. In addition there was a residence where 
I lived anda camp. This camp consisted of tents built up with lumber for 
three feet above the floor. The school was on a lake. We cut trees across 
the lake and in the spring floated them across the lake for future building. 
There was a large mess hall and several other residences for the faculty, 
and also several shops. 


The program consisted of a regular schedule. Early breakfast, school until 
noon, then everyone was assigned some kind of work until four. Free time 
until supper and after that study until lights out at ten. The two years I was 
there I was the head-waiter in the mess hall. It was a marvelous experience. 
I roomed with a Jewish boy, Alfred Cohn, from Brooklyn. In later years 
Alfred andI met in Tucson, where we were both living only a mile apart. 

He was a distinguished photographer and we made a trip through Sonora 
together with his wife photographing mission pictures. Alfred died a tragic 
death. He had a stroke while in Sweden and Margaret managed to get him 


& home and in a rest home. He was just a vegetable and died Shortly after.

In the summers while my families were in Los Angeles, I would spend my 
yacations from College with Grandparents. I went to work for the Auto- 
mobile Factory as a test-out driver. In those days cars were built into 

a chassis and then an old temporary body was thrown on and the cars were 
driven one hundred miles to break in the engines. Now these motors are 
run in the factories on the block. This was just fine with me. I was crazy 
- to drive a car andI never at this age got enough of driving. I did this for 
two summers. 


While my parents were spending their winters in California, others of the 
Eckhart family also started to spend the winters there. Grandfather and 
Aunt Mattie and Uncle Morris and Aunt Ada came out also. I recall that 
one year, but can't recall which, the family had purchased about twenty 
round trip tickets from Auburn to Los Angeles. The men had to go back 
and forth to attend to business.

J] GO TO DE PAUW 


In the fall of 1914 after our trip through Canada and New England I went 

to De Pauw University, in Greencastle, Indiana. One of the first things 

I did was to join the Phi Kappa Psi fraternity. I had dates with the Delta 
Tau fraternity but I chose the Phi Psis. The fraternity had a nice brick 
house across from the campus. I spent three years there and then because 
the family had moved to California to live, I thought I had better get ac- 
quainted with some western people, if that was where I was going to live. 


During the years at De PauwI went to California every Christmas. It 
was during one of these trips that Father took me ona camping trip to 
Saltdale just east of Mojave. Father's health was poorly and he conceived 
the idea of taking most of the year off and bumming around in the desert. 
He therefore built himself the camp car. 


I GO TO STANFORD, 1916 


The Stanford Unit was housed in the men's dormitory a four-story sand- 
stone building. I was assigned to the fourth floor. The unit was under 
command of a chief petty officer who put us through drills and classes in 
navy matters. We attended the regular College courses. A temporary 
mess hall was built nearby. I recall the powdered milk and powdered eggs 
were pretty hard to take. The Armistice was declared in November. We 
were all furlowed for Christmas and returned to college for the next year. 
I was discharged with an honorary discharge in 1920, meanwhile being in 
the Reserves. I graduated from Stanford with an A.B. Degree in mid- 
term and received a diploma dated 1920. 


THE LOS ANGELES Y.M.C.A. 


In 1920, Father was elected President of the Los Angeles Y.M.C.A. He 
had served on Boards qualifying men to go Overseas to serve with the 
Y.M.C.A. there. He served for 12 years, resigning in 1932. He con- 
tinued on the Executive Committee.

In 1918 Father decided to move to Los Angeles permanently and purchased 
a home on South Kingsley Drive. This was a wonderful home. It was two 
blocks south of Wilshire and one block south of Seventh Street. It was 
about half-way between Alavarado and Western Avenue. Previously the 
family had spent the winters at the Rex Arms Apartments on what is now 
Wilshire Boulevard and very close to the Downtown section. The neighbor - 
hood of our new home was at that time new and very well developed. 


I will try to describe this home and have added several pictures that will 
describe it in detail. Upon entering the front door, the first view that met 
the eye was a broad stairway that led halfway up to a landing. From here 
the stairs led on either side to the second floor. A large mahogany table 
that had been in the other homes was in the center of this wide hall. It 
was covered with an antique Persian rug. This was the first oriental rug 
my father had purchased, and today it hangs in my home in Tucson. On 
the left was the parlor furnished in Caucasian walnut furniture and with a 
Persian rug. 


On the right was a large living-room with a fireplace in the north wall. It 
contained Mother's parlor grand piano, several chairs, and 2 large daven- 
port. It had one of the largest Persian rugs I have ever seen on the floor. 
The room must have measured 40! or 50! in length. Directly behind this 
was a Study or library which opened onto a small porch at the end of which 
was a formal garden. These features show up well in the photographs. 


Directly behind the parlor and opening off the hall was a large dining-room 
with built-in mahogany sideboard. Behind this room was a spacious breakfast 
room, to the right of which was the kitchen. A narrow hall led to the right 

of the staircase to the kitchen. Off of this and under the stairway was a 
lavatory. The house had a full basement. 


The upper floor contained four bedrooms and a small sewing room. Mother 
and Father's bedroom was enormous. The double brass bed occupied the 
center. The room also contained a large sofa, a dressing table, a large 
dresser and a chest of drawers. It was spacious to say the least. A bath 
connected my sisters' room to the rear. 


On the opposite side of the house were two bedrooms. My room was on 
the north with a large walk-in closet and the guest bedroom on the south 
connected with a bath. 


The entire attic had been finished. It was never used to any extent. All 
it contained was an old square piano. I can recall only one party that we 
ever gave here, which was a dance whenI was attending Stanford. 


My sisters at this time were attending school at a private school and later 
at GIRLS' COLLEGIATE in Los Angeles. 
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In 1922, Father made a pledge of $10,000.00 to the First Methodist 
Church in Los Angeles. 


In 1920, Father became the President of the Los Angeles Y.M.C.A. He 
served for twelve years in this position. I have several gratituities that 
were rendered him for his work there. They will be incorporated in this 
writing and collection of memorability. About this time Father became 
interested in mining and grub staked a prospector. 


In 1923, He was elected on the Board of Trustees at The University of 
Southern California, where he served for a number of years. For two 
years he was Vice-President of the Board. 


In 1927, Father was elected to be a member of the University Club of 
Los Angeles. This was unusual as Father never had a college education. 
He attended Tri State College in Angolia, Indiana for three weeks when 
he was called back home by his father, because he was needed in the 
family's factory. 


In 1929, Father founded a School of Philosophy at U.S.C. with the gift 
of $15, 000. 00. 


I insert here a thought that occurred to me. Ever since I can recall, 
Father made loans to deserving persons, even when we lived in Auburn 

and certainly after we came to California. He was always being approached 
to invest in all manner of schemes. Some of them he did sponsor and 

some turned out all right and he got his money back, and in others he was 
not so fortunate. He helped many persons through college with personal 
loans and some of these were never paid back. 


In 1932, Father resigned as President of the Los Angeles Y.M.C.A. He 
continued to be on the Board of Trustees for several years. In 1940, 
Father and Mother purchased a $5,000.00 endowment for DePauw. 


The family were very active in later years. They took many trips all 
around the west, and especially enjoyed showing their many eastern 
friends all around California. After Father wore out the old special 
Auburn car we had used on our trip through Canada in 1914, he began 
buying Cadillacs. Through the years he owned several and he always had 
a second car. Usually this was a Chevrolet when I was in that Agency, 
and later a Buick. Occasionally there were other cars andI recall one 
Packard and a Chrysler. When father stopped driving because of oldage, 
Mother learned to drive. He bought her a Ford Sedan and she turned out 
to be an excellent driver. She always scored 100 percent in her driving 
tests and examinations. 


In 1954, Father fell and broke his hip. He was immediately taken to the 
Children's Orthopedic Hospital. Here he was made comfortable and was 


exceptionally well taken care of until he could return home. He was 


an /9- 


familiar with many of the staff and was given the very best of care. It 
required a Stay of several months. Mother and Mary Ellen visited him 


faithfully every day or so. 


From then on, Father's health was on the downgrade. I used to go over 
to Beverly Hills from Tucson and wheel him around the block in his 

wheel-chair. We had many good visits. It is a most peculiar thing that 
there were many questions I wanted to ask him but I never did get to do 
so because they escaped my mind at the time. 


Father passed away on June 14, 1954, and was buried in the family plot 
in Forest Lawn Cemetery in Glendale. 
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CAMP CARS - DAD'S FIRST 


About 1916 or 1917, Father's health was not so good. He had been spend- 
ing the winters in California with all the family except me. He needed a 
rest. He conceived the idea of building a car to camp in. He took an 
Auburn Chassis and had a touring car body built on it. The back of the 
front seat folded down and made a bed. He built deep running boards 

with boxes underneath. In the back was a small platform which carried 
camp gear. This was shipped to Los Angeles. 


At that time we had a chauffeur named King. He had been an old mining 
man and had traveled all over the Mojave Desert. He was well acquainted 
with what few roads there were and knew all the mines and ghost towns. 
This was a most agreeable and enlightening experience for father. They 
should go out for a week or ten days and during the course of a year they 
covered the Mojave Desert and a lot of southern California. Then they 
would spend a week or so in Los Angeles with mother and the girls. Dad 
took many of his friends on trips. I recall in these pictures those of 
Uncle Homer Bright and Uncle Eddie Fosdick. The whole family were 
taken out on picnics and cook-outs in the camp car. Father regained his 
health while having a grand time exploring the country. 


All his life Dad felt the urge to travel. He could hardly pass a turnoff 
from the main road without wanting to take a side trip to find out where 
it led to. This trait was reflected in all of the family. For years they 
enjoyed more than anything else showing their friends, and especially old 
friends from the East, the beauties of southern California. At Mother's 
death she held one of the oldest memberships in the Southern California 
Automobile Club. I believe it was a 1912 membership. 


Later on in this narrative you will find other camp cars which I owned. 
It was this first car that got me interested. On one of my Christmas 
Vacation trips father took me on a three day trip to Saltdale. This was 
about sixty miles east of the town of Mojave at the mouth of Red Rock 
Canyon. There was a plant here engaged in harvesting salt from a salt 
lake. I recall the trip vividly. We changed six or eight tires. Those 
were the old clincher type that required an inner tube and each one had 
to be pumped up with a hand pump. We slept out in the desert. 
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MORE CAMP CARS 


While in the Buick Agency I had obtained a camp trailer. This consisted 
of a box which contained beds that folded out on each side for two persons 
in each. I built a grub box whichI mounted on the front. This contained 
cooking facilities. Tris was my latest plaything. I had enjoyed my 
Dad's earlier Camp Car and must have gotten the bug to own a trailer 
camper from him. I can honestly say that I have never had as much pleas- 
ure from owning any one thing as this rig. We made many trips through 
the Sierras and the mother country adjacent to Stockton. I recall one 
memorial trip into Oregon to the Metolios River, where some good fish- 
ing was found. Father andI had a wonderful vacation of a week or ten 
days in northern California ending up at Yosemite Valley. I left the trailer 
in storage in Los Angeles when I came to California and my cousin, on 
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one of his business trips, brought it to Tucson. / “== 
MY 4-WHEEL DRIVE JEEP 


About 1956 I became interested in camping again, as it meant photograph- 
ing and traveling in Sonora. After a not very successful trip, with the 
pick-up I had bought for my first trip down the Sonora River in 1956, I 
realized that if I were to continue my research and photography of the 
Mission Churches I would need a better vehicle. I acquired a late model 
four-wheel drive. It was a pick-up. /7 °° 


I designed and had built a box on the bed after removing the pick-up body. 
There are photographs which show all of the campers I have owned, sol 
refer the reader to these pictures. The box bed contained on the driver's 
side, a kitchen connected with water from a tank below. Room for stove 
and necessary utensils in drawers were built in. An ice box for fifty 
pounds of ice was directly behind the driver's seat. The front of this 
cabinet folded down to serve as cooking space. Below was storage space 
for grub. On the opposite side was a cabinet with shelves for storage of 
water and other camp gear. There was a small closet for clothes. The 
center of the rig contained three wide drawers the length of the bed. Two 
of these contained beds. The other drawer was a deep one. This was for 
a folding table the size of a bed and other camp gear, such as folding 
chairs, cameras and personal baggage. This turned out to be just the 
ticket for travel in Sonora. I made over 14 trips through Sonora during 
my research on the Mission Churches.

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THE TRACTOR TRAIN COMPANY 


Shortly after moving to Los Angeles, Father became interested in build- 
ing a vehicle which he had Hank Moore design for him. After Father's 
trips through the Mojave Desert, he believed a vehicle for hauling heavy 
loads over rough terrain in large tonnages and heavy loads would be use- 
ful. Consequently, Hank Moore designed a series of units to be towed 
behind a power unit. It was to have an electric motor on each axle and 
the head power unit consisted of a gasoline motor which ran a generator 
that supplied electricity to each axle. Father started to make a model. 
He named it the Tractor Train and bought up old electric rear axles. It 
had large metal wheels like the old thrashing machines. He used an old 
Auburn engine to run the generator. He rented a building in South Pasa- 
dena and Hank built a model. About this time World War I began, and the 
Tractor was shelved temporarily for the manufacture of a brake and later 
a transmission for Ford cars. This proved to be a very profitable move. 


Hank Moore had been the engineer and draftsman for the Auburn Automo- 
bile Company. He had moved to Los Angeles because of his wife Phoebe's 
health. A Mr. Ethan Le Munion became connected with the firm. He had 
been with the Ford organization and in early 1900's had delivered a Ford 
car to one of the hidden cities of China. He had had considerable experi- 
ence in China. The account of his trip was written up in the National 
Geographic Magazine. I have a hard back copy of this book. Mr. Le- 
Munion was the salesman for the firm and a fine engineer. He did sell 
much of the product in the Orient. Father financed the company which 
was later named ''The Rocky Mountain Steel Products Company. '' They 
occupied a large building on Wall Street. Hank died and Mr. LeMunion 
and Dad carried on, In later years they did a great deal of machine work 
for the Aircraft industries, mainly the Douglas Company. 
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I JOIN THE NAVY 


In the summer of 19181 was in Auburn. My Grandfather was taken quite 
sick and I skipped the last two weeks of college to go back to be with him 
as it was believed he had not long to live. He lived until November of 
1919. 


While in Auburn I received a telegram from Al Robbins in Los Angeles 
that I would have to leave immediately for San Francisco, if I wanted to 
attend a school to be held there in the Ferry Building which we were both 
planning on attending. The school was to be closed in a few days. I 

took a train to Los Angeles, and stopped only long enough to go out to 
Kingsley Drive, our home, for a meal, and then caught the night sleeper 
to San Francisco. I enrolled in this school, which taught Naval Regula- 
tions, Navigation and Seamanship. Al and I had planned on enlisting in 
the Navy and attending officers' school on Mare Island, California. Be- 
fore the course was finished enlistments were closed. Al managed to 
get into officers' school in Mare Island and became an Ensign. I was 

out of luck. I was turned down because of weight. My next bet was the 
Navy. I had heard that the University of California at Berkeley was 
opening a Naval Unit. This was my best bet. I had lost a lot of weight 
and knew I might not qualify. So after drinking all the water I could stand 
and eating a lot of bananas, I went over to try to qualify for enlistment. 

I was turned down because of weight. 


My next move was Stanford, where another Naval Unit was forming. I 
was turned down there. I was eating at a table on the Campus what was 
running for the summer. The Naval examining doctors were all eating 
there. They were young doctors. We became acquainted that night, 
and had a few beers, and the next day with the aid of more bananas I got 
into the Navy. 


FATHER'S BONANZA MINE 


For years after we moved to California, Father had grub-staked a pros- 
pector who livedin Daggett and who he had met in his desert travels. The 
man's name was VanDorn. He found several deposits of non-metallic ore 
and they sold the claims. Through Father's acquaintance with a financiai 
secretary of the Y.M.C.A., he metaman named Blewett who offered to 
share with him an interest ina gold prospect in Mountain Spring Canyon 
in the Mojave desert. This was located about 60 miles east of Mojave 
and 20 miles across the desert from the little town of Brown, which was 
on the railroad between Los Angeles and Bishop. The railroad was built 
to serve the construction of the Los Angeles Aqueduct. Brown was a supply 
point in 1910 or 1912 whenthe big ditch was built. This is an epic story 
in itself. 


Bluett and Father were each to put in $1,000, and I was sent out to run 
the prospect. They bought the mine from two old desert rats named Tom 
Ryan and Jack Allen. Tom was an old man. Jack was a well educated 
easterner who had lived in the west and worked in mines in Arizona and 
Nevada for years. We became very good friends. I was to supply the 
camp with food which came in on the train twice a week. With the help of 
two boys who lived at Leliter, five miles south of Brown, we set up a 
camp. We built a shed for the machinery that was freighted out from the 
railroad. Bluett bought a second-hand 16 horsepower stationary gas engine 
an air compressor and a jack hammer. There was a little shack which 
was used as a kitchen and had two small rooms for me and the cook. The 
engine turned out to be very inefficient and could never be made to con- 
form to capacity. We found the compressor also not efficient. Neverthe- 
less, we struggled along. I hired a cook and two or three miners. Bluett 
sent out an old time mining man who had worked all over the west as the 
foreman. During the next few months we managed to drill about 1, 200 
feet of tunnel and some side tunnels and a few raises to some old work- 
ings. Father meantime had kept advancing finances until he had shelled 
out altogether about $20,000, with no gold in sight. 


Bluett sent out a geologist and mining man to lay out the work. He made 
several trips. His name was Major Duling. He had built the pipeline into 
the old camp of Skidoo in the Paname nt Range to the east. When our 
machinery broke down, I had to go over to Irona where there was a big 
operation and extensive shops. My trips to Brown for supplies were 
usually in the cool of the evening and I stayed at the old shack hotel over- 
night. It was run by a fine old German couple named Ma and Pa Didden. 
They set a fine table. The train crew always stopped there for meals. 

Ma was a wonderful cook. I enjoyed their friendship. One time Ma nursed 
me through the flu. To make a long story short we lasted through the 
winter and finally Dad threw up the sponge. He wrote me to cash every- 
thing movable into the tunnel and board and lock it up. I returned to 

Los Angeles. I had many interesting trips all over that area with Jack 
Allen. He had visited during the course all of the Nevada camps of Tonapah, 
Goldfield and Bulfroog and had great tales to tell me. It was one of the 
most interesting times of my life. g g 
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CHEVROLET 


I was out of a job again. Mother's sister, Aunt Olive, was married to a 
man named Fred Coats. He held the position of sales manager of the 
Western Region for the Chevrolet Motor Company. He was located in 
Oakland where there was a factory assembly plant. The Western Region 
comprised California, Arizona, Nevada, Oregon and Washington states. 
I contacted Uncle Fred Coats and he asked me to come to Oakland for an 
interview. I was hired as a factory representative to travel Arizona 
selling Chevrolets wholesale. 


A story about Uncle Fred and his career is an interesting one. Uncle Fred 
as a young man Started out with the Eckhart Carriage Company, in Auburn, 
as a bookkeeper. Early in 1900 he left to become the sales manager for 
the Stoddard Dayton Automobile Company in Dayton, Ohio. A group of 
capitalists wanted to build a car in Lexington, Kentucky. They hired 
Uncle Fred to be sales manager there. Lexington was a poor town to 
secure adequate help for car building and the Lexington plant was moved 

to Connersville, Indiana. They operated there for many years to build a 
successful business. It was a popular car, honestly built, and popularly 
priced. Coats was sales manager for several years when he joined the 
Willys organization in Toledo. He worked for them for many years and 
was in charge of their region in Minneapolis, Minnesota. Eventually, he 
joined the Chevrolet organization as sales manager of the St. Louis region. 
Uncle Fred was a dynamic man. He was tall and a very quiet firm man. 
The Durant Company after they were kicked out of the General Motors, 
built the Star Car. They, among others, had built a plant in Oakland, 
California. About 1920 or 1921 Coats was sent to Oakland to supervise 

the Oakland Zone. 


I first was sent to Arizona to travel the northern area. It was winter and 
due to snowbound roads, I traveled mostly by train. I spent more nights 
in a sleeping car than in the poor hotels in my territory. They were bowl 
and pitcher joints and the toilets were down the hall a piece. In the spring 
I was moved to the south with headquarters in Phoenix. I traveled in 
Arizona in 1922 and 1923. 


During my years with Chevrolet factory our Western Group made several 
trips back to Detroit to conferences and meetings, usually to see the new 
models and for general pep talks. I attended a mechanical school in Flint 
for two weeks one year. The following photographs show some of our 
trips. 
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This was the beginning of nine years association with the Chevrolet 
Motor Company. In 1926, I became a dealer in San Jose California, and 
this lasted until 1931 when I sold out my interest to my partner, M. R. 
Bookwalter. Bookwalter was known as "BOOK" and was formerly the 
Assistant Zone Manager at the assembly plant in Oakland. The financing 
was provided for both of us by my father. We each gave our personal 
notes for $20, 000 to finance the venture. Both notes were paid back 
before I sold to Book. 


At this time in 1931 the management in Oakland at the factory had changed. 
Mr. Coats had resigned and the new powers that had control took out a lot 
of personal grudges on the Garden City Chevrolet Company. This was the 
name of our firm. From the beginning we had a contract for 640Chevrolets 
a year and consistently met our quotas. Harassment of dealers was the 
common thing in those days as has continued to the present time.

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After graduation from Stanford I obtained a job with a San Francisco Bond 
house. It was named Carsterns and Earl. After some training in the 
office, I was sent down the Peninsula south of San Francisco to sell the 
firm's offerings. I recall visiting Santa Cruz, Salinas, and San Jose. In 
San Jose I had met Dr. Robert Stanley Kneeshaw. The bond job fell through 
and I went to San Jose and lived for a short time with the good doctor. 


Stanley was just new to San Jose. He had served with one of the North- 
western Railroads as a doctor and surgeon. He had graduated from 
Northwestern Medical College. He had served as a surgeon in the Army 
in World War I and was discharged as a major. He had been practicing 
in San Jose only a short time. 


I ran across several accidents on the street and promptly referred the 
cases to the doctor. He told me later that the patients I sent him never 
paid him a cent. We became lifelong friends. WhenI came to San Jose 
a short time later, Doc was married and I lived in their home until I 
found an apartment. I recall his wife with a great deal of affection and 
his three daughters, who called me Uncle George. Two of his daughters 
visited me last year (1974). Shirley, the oldest, has died. The other 
girls are married and live in San Jose. They are wonderful girls and I 
have visited them in their lovely homes in San Jose. I have spent many 
fine evenings with the Kneeshaws. Stanley built a very lucrative practice 
and retired a few years ago. He was killed in a traffic accident last year. 
I had spent a few days with him the year before. 


My next adventure was in Fresno, California. Two of my Phi Psi frater- 
nity brothers from Stanford were in real estate there and urged me to 
come down and try it. Father bought me a Motel T Ford touring car. 

By the time I arrived the market had fallen out and I starved for the next 
year. 


My next job was to oversee my Father's interests in a mining prospect he 
had invested in, in the Argus Mountains east of Mojave. This story is 
written up on the next page. 


The mining venture after pouring some $20,000.00 into the venture 
turned out to be a failure. And I was out of a job anain. My Yncle 
Fred Coats was in charge of the West coast Area for Chevrolet 
Motor Co. and he gave me an interview and as a result he hired 
me as a wholesale representative for the company to travel in 
Arpzona selling wholesale and establishing retail dealers. After 
a year or so in Arizona I was transferred to California and I 
traveled up the west coast toEureka California and into southern 
Oregonuntii 1926 when I became the Chevrolet dealer in San Jose 
California . T sold out to my parter about 1930 and a short time 
later took the Buick agency in Stockton California. 
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MARRIAGE AND OUR HOME 


During those days I fell in love and married Agnes Matilda Carmichael. 
The date was September 27, 1929, We were divorced in 1935. Our first 
home was a nice house on Race Street in San Jose, where. we lived for 
about a year, while I was busy building a new home on East 13th Street 

at the end of Reed Street. Somewhere in this writing will be a photo- 
graph of this home. At the time of the divorce, Agnes received the house 
which she eventually sold. In the meantime we had moved to Stockton, 
California in 1932, whenI became a dealer for the Buick Cars. I con- 
tinued to live in Stockton until 1936 when I Sold out the agency and moved 
to Beverly Hills and lived with my parents for the next few years. 


While in Stockton, I had the agency for the Pontiac car and the General 
Motors Truck Line. I started in Stockton two weeks after President 
Roosevelt closed the banks. The Depression had begun and I never made 
any money in Stockton. In fact, I lost almost everything and my few 
accounts were very difficult to collect and some were impossible. 


Agnes was born June 12, 1901, in California. Her parents lived in Sara- 
toga ona ranch. Her Father came from Canada into the woods of the 
coast range near Saratoge along with his brother. They were experi- 
enced woodsmen and Shortly after their arrival started a small sawmill. 
Later they owned a large planing mill in San Jose. Agnes had been an 
employee of the General Motors Acceptance Corporation in Hawaii for 

a short time. When we were married she was employed by the local 
power company. There were no children from this marriage. We were 
married in the Stanford University Chapel by the local Methodist Minis- 
ter. I had joined the Methodist Church a Short time before. Shortly 
after we left for Los Angeles where my youngest sister, Josephine, was 
married to Adna W. Leonard on October 9th. This date was my Father's 
birthday. They were married by Bishop A. W. Leonard, the father of 
the groom, a Methodist Bishop.

Aqnes and Tt rented our 
new hame in San Jose and moved to Stockton. 
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After my honorable discharge from the Army in 1944, I returned to Tuc- 
son and lived at the Colonial Guest Home on Park Avenue. I lived there 
five years when I moved to the Double EE Guest Ranch on Grant Road 
where I lived for about one year. 


My next place of residence was at the home of Mr. & Mrs. Hilary Bern- 
ing on River Road. I met Hilary through my cousin, Charley Eckhart. 

At that time he was living in Los Angeles and traveling for the Payne 
Furnace Company, in Beverly Hills. His trips took him through Tucson 
and into New Mexico and Texas. He introduced me to the Berning family. 
Charley's wife, Maude Mary Zitzman, Eckhart, was a daughter of 

Mr. Zitzman whose sister was Mr. Berning's mother. Hilary suggested 

I come and live with him at his ranch and he was alone and batching there. 
Shortly after his youngest son, Robert Berning, returned home from the 
Army and we began the job of finishing the ranch house. Bob and Jack, 
the two Berning boys, spent their summers building this interesting home. 
Hilary had taught the boys plumbing and wiring and carpentry and the 
house was far from complete when I arrived. I lived with this family for 
the next 13 or 14 years. Mary Berning moved from their town house to 
the ranch shortly after I arrived. In the meantime Hilary died andI re- 
mained for several years until about 1957 when I moved into my present 
home at 4602 East Calle Corte. 


During my long twenty-seven years with the railroad, I had the privileges 
of hospital care. Southern Pacific had provided a TB hospital in Tucson 
for their employees all over the system. It was known as the S.P. Sani- 
tarium. A section of the hospital was set aside for the care of the local 
employees. During my years with the hospital it might be in order to tell 
what use I made of it. 


In 1945, I was taken there for a bleeding stomach ulcer. This was cured 
with medication and diet in about six weeks. I should not say 'cured' but 
‘'arrested.' For years I suffered with gas and acid stomach and heart-burn. 
In 1967 the ulcer flared up again and an operation was indicated. This 

was done at the S.P. Sanitarium. The next year I was operated on for a 
prostate condition at the Sanitarium. In 1972 I was operated for a hernia. 
The same year, after a very careful examination by a heart specialist, a 
Pacemaker was advised. In 1972, Dr. Metz Wright installed a Medtronic 
Implanted Pulse Generator under local anesthesia. This was at St. Joseph's 
Hospital, and it was monitored by television where nurses and doctors 
could view the job. It was the first such operation at St. Joseph's Hospital. 
Since then I have had three additional Pacemakers installed because of 
failure of the batteries. I am tested regularly at a Pacemaker Clinic at 
T.M.C. Hospital. I have had the protection of Medicare since I was 70 
years of age, and have had additional supplementary insurance coverage. 


While living at the River Road home I purchased an adjoining piece of 
property. This was on a hilltop and consisted of 2-1/2 true acres. It had 
water and electricity. Since then I have traded it for the home I now live 
in on Calle Corta.

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After the Stockton failure I returned to Beverly Hills and lived with my 
parents in their home on North Camden Street. 


I went to work for the Westwood Buick for about two years. This was 
about 1937 and 1938. I joined the Howard Buick organization working as 
a salesman. Howards were the California distribution group for the state 
of California. They had a great organization with large retail stores in 
Los Angeles and San Francisco. 


I GO TO ARIZONA 


My next job was with the CIT Company, an automobile finance company. 
I was to travel the State of Arizona, selling automobile finance. The job 
did not work out. I made my headquarters in Phoenix. After a short 
time I moved to Tucson, where I joined the Arizona Automobile Club, 
selling memberships. I spent a short time selling Packard cars for the 
local dealer. In the fall, I went to work as night auditor and clerk for 
the El Conquistador Hotel. This was a good job. The meals were fan- 
tastic. The hotel was one of the best resort hotels in Tucson. I had my 
room and board. I stayed with this job until the resort closed for the 
summer. 


I went back to living at the Colonial Inn. I did some clerking at a Down- 
town hotel. In January, the Japanese bombed Pearl Harbor. I went to 
work for the Southern Pacific Railroad; I ended up in the baggage room 
eventually where I spent the next twenty-seven years. This duty was 
interrupted by about a year in the Army.

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I JOIN THE ARMY 


I was drafted and inducted into the Army at Fort McArthur on June 18, 
1943. At that time I was almost 46 years of age but not quite, and I was 
. obliged to register. I was sent to Texas for boot camp, whichI entered 
for training. This was not the most pleasant place imaginable. I recall 
one could lay in the muc and have dust blowing in your face. 


My next camp was Scott Field for Radio Mechanic School. I graduated 
from this school and was sent to Florida for active duty. This proved 

a poor camp. I served bothin Ft. Myers and Sarisota. Being used to 
the dry air of Arizona, the dampness in Florida bothered me. We would 
come off the day shift in the evening and change our uniforms for Chow. 
Next morning climbing into the fatigues was like climbing into a wet 
bathing suit. The crummy barracks had no windows, only wooden shut- 
ters that had to be closed when it rained--and it rained every day. Then 
we had to have the electric lights on to see our way in the barracks. All 
this was not conducive to a very happy existence. The grub was poor. 

I applied for a discharge to go back to the railroad where experienced 
men were needed badly. It took me several months, but finally I was let 
out with an honorable discharge, effective November 1944. 


The Certificate read: "This Certificate is awarded as a testimonial of 
Honest and Faithful Service to his country. '' Now I had two honorable 
discharges from the Navy in 1921 and the Army in 1944. Both were with 
Certificates of Service.

Mr. Eckhart’s father, "Charles! 
Eckhart, also donated Eckhart; 
Public library and Eckhart park} 
to the city of Auburn besides the, ° 
gift of the YMCA which both gave} 
the city. 

Charles was a Republican when!, , 
a young man but in the late 1880's 
he became a Prohibitionist. He 
worked hard in this party and con- 
tributed funds to the state and na- 
tional groups. He ran for several 
offices and once for governor of 
Indiana on the Prohibition ticket. 

He was originally a Lutheran 
but later joined the Christian Ad- 
vent church. He gave a building 
to the Advent College at Aurora, 
Ill., and it was named Eckhart 
Ilall in his memory. Cnarles Eck- 
hart died in Auburn Sept. 30, 1915. 
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In 1929 Father, Mother and the girls were in Europe for six months or 
more. They visited England, France, Germany and Italy. Then they 
sailed across the Mediterranian and saw the Holy Land and went down 
the Nile River as far as the Aswan Dam. I stayed at home and kept my 
Chevrolet business going. 


I neglected to mention that on one of my visits east, I stopped in Auburn. 
One of my old friends, Johnny McIntyre, took me down to the Auburn 
Company and I saw the new and very stylish Cord cara year before it was 
on the market. It was rather an innovation in automotive styling. A few 
years after Cord went bankrupt and retired into Nevada into obscurity. 


In 1954, I was invited to join the local Corral of WESTERNERS. This 
organization was founded by Leland Case at Northwestern University 
about 1945. It grew, and Corrals were formed in Denver and Los Ange- 
les. When Case's health failed he came to Tucson to try to get well, 

and established a Corral here. The group elect new officers each year. 
The President is called the "Sheriff, '' the Vice President the "Deputy 
Sheriff, "' the Keeper of the Chips is the ''Treasurer" and the "'Tally Man"! 
is the Secretary. The object of the WESTERNERS is to promote Western 
history. The number of Corrals has grown to at this date (1975) over 60. 


Most of them are in the United States, but there are Corrals in England, 
France and Germany, and one of the Scandanavian countries, as well as 
in Mexico. At every annual meeting of the Western History Association 

a WESTERNER'S BREAKFAST is featured, where a number of books 

are given as door prizes. I was the Sheriff in 1960. That is the year 

the Tucson group began a publication which we called the SMOKE SIGNAL. 
It has turned out to be one of the outstanding WESTERNER publications. 
Every five years these SMOKE SIGNALS are combined with other material 
and published in a hard-backed book. This is called a BRAND BOOK, 
Other Corrals publish BRAND BOOKS. 


I became quite active and organized an associate membership, which at 
this date has over 150 members. They are mostly College Libraries 
and Institutions and a few individuals. I was active in securing the talks 
that are a feature of each monthly dinner meeting. The Tucson Corral 
meets at the University of Arizona Student Union for a get together and 
talk witha fine dinner. Our Corral is the largest of all, having about 
275 members. 


After Mother's death, I inherited several fine oriental rugs. On the 
opposite page the rug in the left hand top corner was the first oriental 
rug Father ever purchased. I was led to believe he bought it in Indiana- 
polis and it was always used as a table cover and never on the floor, and 


later as a wall hanging. The other rug shown here was from the Beverly 
Hills home in California. My little home in Tucson has oriental rugs 


throughout, some from gifts and some from the family. 
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MOTHER'S SICKNESS 


In 1965 Mother had a heart attack. She was taken to the Osteopathic 
Hospital in Glendale for several weeks. 


We finally were able to install her in her bedroom at home and hired 
nurses around the clock to care for her. My sister, Josephine, came 
out from her home in Pittsburgh and took care of the house. We hired a 
cook. We bought a wheel-chair, a hospital bed and oxygen, and were in 
fact an operating hospital. I made several visits from Tucson over long 
week-ends to see her and spent all my vacations at Beverly Hills. Every- 
thing that was at all possible was done for her. I am sure that a great 
deal of the time she was comfortable. However, she was failing. One 
of the things we were comforted with was the fact that we were in suffi- 
cient finances to deny her nothing for her comfort. For this we were 
thankful to Father who upon his death provided us with the finances to 
care for Mother. 


I neglected to say, Father died in 1954. His estate was divided between 
Mother (who received half) and we three children who each received the 
income share and share alike from the other half. Father was a most 
conservative planner. For years he had used an advisory investment 
firm called "Scudder, Stevens and Clark" to advise him on his finances 
and what stecks or securities to buy and when to sell at advantage. They 
proved very satisfactory and in his will he provided for them to carry 
this task along with the Beverly Hills bank, who was the trustee of his 
estate. The bank sold out about 1974 and was purchased by the Wells 
Fargo Bank and they are carrying out the administration of the estate 
along with Skudder, Stevens and Clark. The family have had.very good 
relations with the bank and with the advisory firm who is represented by 
Bob Raney. 


At times they have built up the capital structure at a very high rate but 
Since the stock market has been so eratic the last few years the estate 
has suffered by lower incomes. 


We were fortunate in securing the services of a very fine person, after 
the first six months, to care for Mother. She was a practical nurse by 
the name of Emma Lewis. Mother liked her and they got along well to- 
gether. Emma stayed with us until the end. Josephine was in our home 
for eighteen months without a rest. During that time Adna, her husband, 
lived alone in Pittsburgh. He made many trips to visit Mother in Los- 
Angeles during that critical time. This shows a trait in Adna's character 
that is certainly to be admired. He was very fond of Mother and likewise 
she was very proud and fond of him. Few men would have given up their 
home for that length of time for their mother-in-law. 
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Mother was failing gradually, getting weaker and weaker and on J anuary 
27, 1967 she passed away in her sleep. Had she lived until June she would 
have been ninety years of age. Mother was a loving Mother to us children 
and a wonderful wife to Father. She followed him in all of his social 
activities and performed all the years as a great hostess; I recall one 
evening at the dinner table I made the remark that we children were most 
fortunate to have with us the long years of their company that our parents 
could be with us. Many children lost their parents who passed away at 

an early age. For example, take the case of my Grandmother Boland, who 
was a widow for twenty-one years. She lived alone for most of these years 


and toward the last she was taken into the home of her Granddaughter Jessie 


Boland Baxter and was cared for until her death on December 13, 1940. 
She had raised Jessie as a clild and this was only fitting that she was cared 
for by Jessie. We were always a close family. 


As mentioned before during the years I made several trips back to visit 
Adna and Josephine when they lived in Pittsburgh. They took me on trips 
each time. 


In 1957, I made a trip to attend Carley Jo's wedding. It was a gala affair 
and everything was done up in the traditional Adna Leonard's style. He 
really knows how to put on an event or a party. The rehearsal dinner 
was at the Duquesne Club and was attended by members on both sides of 
the family. 


The wedding was at the Methodist church followed by the reception at the 
Country Club. This was put on in the traditional Leonard style with, I 
believe, well over ZQ§ guests. I recall that it was snowing that night 
when I helped the newly-weds into the car that was to take them to their 
hotel. The next morning they left by plane for their honeymoon in Florida. 


I visited Carley in her home at various times. On August 24, 1961, a 
daughter was born to Mr. and Mrs. Kenneth MacDonald and she was 
named Amy Eckhart MacDonald. At this writing, Amy is a big girl and 
I saw her last at Barry and Marge's wedding in Pittsburgh in 1972.

In 1971 with six of my friends I made a wonderful trip down 
the Sonora River visiting many of the Missions. I wrote that trip up with 
color photographs and placed a duplicate copy in the Historical Society. 

I enclose some photographs of my gang asi call them. We have an 
occasional luncheon together.

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ECKHART MISSION COLLECTION 


In 1956 I met a retired Colonel, Aubrey Lippencott at the Arizona Pioneers 
Historical Society in Tucson. We were both interested in Studying about 
Father Esubio Francisco Kino, the first missionary to come into this area 
in 1687. The written history of Arizona began about this time. Father 
Kino founded twenty-two missions in what was then Sonora, Mexico, and 
included in those days southern Arizona. | 


The Colonel gave me several fine large photographs of the Mission loca- 
tions, which Kino had founded, and which today are in Sonora and Arizona. 
He invited me to visit many of these Mission sites and ] became interested, _ 
I had visited all the California M:ssions. Their architecture and history 
fascinated me. This was the beginning of a project that has kept me busy 
for the past 18 years, Starting with the Lippencott photographs, I began 

a collection of Mission pictures extending from Texas through New Mexico, 
Arizona, Sonora, Baja, California andj upper California. This collection 
comprises over 1200 photographs and I believe is unique in itself, 


I found photographs of the Sonora River Missions of Mexico. Their archi- 
tecture fascinated me and I began to meke trips into Mexico with friends, 
to secure other church Pictures. Many of my friends were professional 
photographers and others very fine in their craft. I mzde the proposition 
that I would furnish transportation, pay for the film, and require that they 
take all the pictures I suggested and I was to keep the negatives. 


In order to make these trips I bought a four-wheel drive jeep pick-up. I 
removed the bed and designed a body which I had built. I was now in busi- 
ness. I was able to go most everywhere even off the roads. Now I was in 
business, Photographs of this camp Car are to be found in this writing. 

I began to buy books that covered the history of these Missions. I studied 
these books and researched them in detail making elaborate notes and 
eventually writing up some small brochures which I have had published. 
During these years I made 15 trips, photographing and Writing about each 
Mission. 


I had built a wooden case to cover this collection of 12 matching albums 
and have given this year, 1975, to thé Arizona State Museum Library, 
along with my research notes. I have in addition four volumes of photo- 
graphs of Sonora, alone, whichI will present to the Arizona Historical 
Society. As a result there is a book being published by me and a co- 
author, on the Missions of Sonora. It will be well illustrated with about 
100 pictures and accompanying text. This will be published by the Ari- 
zona Historical Society through the efforts of my friend, Dr. Leland 
Sonnichson. It should be out in the fall of 1975. 


My friend, Bon Bufkin, made a road map and a Mission map, which we 


have distributed throughout the area. New and more up to date maps are 


being prepared for the book. It will be titled ''Temples in the Wilderness. "'

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BARBARA ELLEN - 1836-1903 


Barbara Ellen was born on Nov. 13, 1836 in Wayne County, Ohio. When she 
was 7 yrs. old she moved with her family to Auburn, indiana, where she lived 
the balance of her life. She grew up on the family farm east of Auburn and 
attended the usual school common in those days. It is reasonable to suppose 
she contributed her share of the work that had to be done around the home. She 
early learned all the duties of a household which all girls in those days had 
to know. 


Barbara Ellen was twenty when her father died in 1856, and she was twenty- 
eight when her mother passed away in 1864. Her oldest sister, Elizabeth, was 
already married and had moved to a home of her own, and Barbara and Moses were 
left to run the home and care for the younger children of whom there were four 
girls and two boys. In 1865 Moses married and Barbara was head of the family 
until her marriage on Oct. 30, 1866 to Charles Eckhart. Charles was from 
Pennsylvania. He came to Indiana to visit his relatives near Waterloo. He had 
been discharged from the Union Army after the Civil War just a short time be- 
fore. 


Barbara was a woman of medium height, a little on the plump side. She had 
dark brown hair which later turned grey in her older years. She was an excel- 
lent cook and mother. She loved, as did all her sisters and her mother, to 
keep flowers and she spent time in her garden caring for them. Charles was the 
disciplinarian of the family and he was a very strict parent indeed, demanding 
obedicnce from all and getting it. He ruled the nome with an iron hand. Family 
prayers were in order each day. Years later, Charles and Barbara joined the 
Christian Advent Church. This is not the Seventh Day Adventist Church. 


In later years, grandmother Barbara was quite frail and her health was 

Poor for years. After 1892 Charles retired. In 1893 they traveled consider- 
ably and spent the winters in Florida and later in California. They lived for 
18 years in the brick home on five acres of land that Barbara had received in 
a trade from her brother Moses for her eighty-acre inheritance. Here Charles 
built his first buggy in the parlor. About 1892 Charles bought a new home in 
Auburn on the SW corner of Van Buren and Fourth Sts. It was here that Barbara 
died on Sept. 10, 1903, after a long illness. 


To quote a letter from one of the relatives: "Mrs. Eckhart was a nice 
jooking woman, quiet and gentle." Others have mentioned her outstanding trait 
was her kindness. 


Charles was born Feb. 24, 1841 in Germantown, Pa. He died in Auburn, Ind. 
on Sept. 30, 1915. Charles was 5 years younger than Barbara. His parents 
were John Eckhardt, born in Darmstadt, Germany on August 2, 1805, and Carolina 
Fraley Eckhardt, also born in Germany. They came to America in 1838. 


Charles had five brothers. At the age of eight he began to help his 
father, who was a weaver by trade, to spool yarn. He had a year and a half of 
Schooling. At 16 he was apprenticed to a wheelwright and at 19 he owned his 
Own wagon and buggy repair shop at Hilltown, Bucks County, Pennsylvania. 
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In 1860 Charles enlisted in the 104th Regiment of Pennsylvania Volunteer 
Infantry in the Union Army and served until May 20, 1863 when he was dis- 
charged because of heart trouble. At that time he was a First Sergeant. He 
re-enlisted later and remained in service until six months after the end of 
the war. His signature on the payroll was misspelled and the "Dp" dropped out 
of the name. Thereafter he used Eckhart. 


Charles and Barbara moved to Pennsylvania in 1867 where their four child- 
ren were born. Frank in Chester County, and Anna, Morris and William in 
Montgomery County, all not far from Phoenixville. Charles owned his own shops 
here, but due to the panic of 1873, they decided to move back to Indiana. In 
1874 they acquired the brick home previously mentioned in a trade with Barbara’ 
brother Moses. After using the parlor for a shop, Charles later built a small 
building close by, and from that humble beginning, the Eckhart Carriage Company 
grew into one of the major industries of Auburn. It supplied the wholesale 
trade for a complete line of buggies and surries. The company produced between 
4500 and 5000 units each year during its better years. Charles retired in 
1893 leaving the business in the hands of his sons. 


On October 18, 1904, Charles married Martha A. Hoffman, (b. 1855-1937) , 
the daughter of Rev. J.H. and Margaret Hoffman. Charles was a Republican when 
a younger man but in the late 1880's he became a Prohibitionist. He worked 
hard in this party and contributed funds to the State and National groups. He 
ran for several offices and once for Governor of Indiana on this ticket. He 
was originally a Lutheran but later joined the Christian Advent Church. He 
gave a building to the Advent College in Aurora, Illinois, and it was named 
Eckhart Hall in his memory. He gave to the City of Auburn, a Public Library 
and a City Park of several acres. With his son Frank he gave a complotely 
equipped YMCA Building to his home town of Auburn. 


Charles has been described as "a humble, earnest, honest workman, soldier, 
manufacturer, public-spirited citizen, philanthropist, Christian husband, 
father and friend to everyvody." (Auburn Weekly Bee, Oct. 6, 1915) . 


The four children of Charles and Barbara Eckhart were;

I. ECKHART, Frank Everhart, (b. Oct. 9, 1867)% At the age of 16 he was 
made foreman of the paint shop of the Eckhart Carriage Co. Upon retirement of 
his father, he came off the road, where he had been selling buggies for some 
years and assumed the position of general manager of the company. In 1902 he 
built the first Auburn automobile and the next year, due to his efforts, the 
Auburn Automobile Company was formed and’25 cars were built and sold. This 
grew into a large and profitable business throughout the years. The company 
was sold out in 1918 by the family. Frank married on June 3, 1896 to Jessie 
Boland (b. Aug. 22, 1876-Mar. 28, 1898). Jessie Belle was the daughter of 
Michael and Celestia Maria (McMillen) Boland. Mr. Boland was born and raised 
in Toledo, Ohio. He became a telegrapher for the New York Central Railroad in 
Corunna, Ind. where he met and married Celestia Maria (Lettie) McMillen. She 
was the daughter of George and Jane Elizabeth (Calkins) McMillen. Mr. Boland 
served 4 yrs. as Postmaster at Auburn and was County Recorded for two terms. He 
was always very active in civic affairs and prominent in the Methodist Church. 
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CHARLES ECKHART 


This is a more detailed account 
of the activities of Charles and 
his descendents, due to the 
necessity for brevity in the 
general history. 
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Charles Eckhart was born on February 24, 1841 in Germantown, Pennsyl- 
vania. He was the third son of John and Caroline (Fraley) Eckhardt. 
The parents were. natives of the village of Grosszimmern, near the city 
of Damstadt in the providence of Hesse, Germany. They were married in 
Germany and their oldest son, Henry, was born in Germany. They came 
to America in 1838. 


John was the oldest of three brothers all of whom came to America and 
they left behind five sisters who never migrated. John was a weaver 

by trade having learned in Germany and he designed and wove for the 
first time a particular type of loosely woven scarf, for women to wear 
as a shawl over their heads. This was known as a "nibia." At the age 
of eight years Charles helped his father spool yarn. He attended school 
for about a year and a half and in 1856 the family moved to Philadelphia, 
where father and son worked in a woolen mill. 


In the panic of 1857 the nill was closed down, and Charles was thrown 
on his own resources. Leaving home with three dollars in his pocket he 
walked thirty miles to Hilltown in Bucks County where he entered the em- 
ploy of a carriage manufacturer. He was engaged for two weeks trial, at 
the end of which time he agreed to work for his employer for two and one 
half years for board and washing, with three weeks off in harvest sea- 
son, in order that he might earn enough money for his clothes. He was 
to be taught the wheelwrights trade. 


At the age of nineteen, his employer, being in financial trouble, he 
bought him out with his savings and a personal note for eight hundred 
dollars. At the outbreak of the Civil War he sold out the business 

and enlisted in the 104th, Pennsylvania Volunteer Infantry, on Septem- 
ber 16, 1861. He was made a fourth seargent at the time. The tiune 
until November was spent in drilling. In March they went as part of 
McClelland's army to Alexandria, Virginia, and then by transport to 
Newport News, Virginia, arriving the day after the historic battle of 
the "Monitor" and "Merrimac". They helped in the siege of Yorktown 

and in the battle of Williamsburg. They took part in the battle of 
Fair Oaks or Seven Pines and also engaged in the Seven Days retreat 
from Richmond. Next came the battle of Antietaa, after which the 104th 
was ordered to Glouschester Point and there did guard duty until Janu- 
ary, 1863. From there they went on an expedition through the Carolinas. 
On May 20, 1863 Charles was discharged on account of physical disability 
at Hilton Head, South Carolina. He was a first seargent at this time. 


In February 1864 Charles enlisted for the second time in the 213th, 
Pennsylvania Volunteers, with the rank of first seargent and did guard 
duty near Washington, D. C. and in Maryland until six months after the 
war. 


After the war he entered the Bryant and Stratton Business College at 
Philadelphia, but lack of funds prohibited him from finishing his 
course. After this he worked at his trade in Norristown, Pennsylvania. 


The family name had been spelled Eckhard in Germany, and when they 
came to America it was changed to Eckhardt. In signing the Aray 
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payroll the name was interpreted as Eckhart, and so it has been used 
since by Charles and his descendents. 


In 1866 Charles went to Indiana to visit his Uncle George Eckhardt who 
lived on a farm near Waterloo. He worked for the Studebaker Brothers 
at South Bend for a short time when their plant was very small. He 
worked at the bench alongside of the Studebakers. 


At this time he met and married Barbara Ellen Ashleman, daughter of 
John Ulary and Mary (Everhard) Ashleman. Barbara Ellen was born in 
Wayne County, Ohio on October 30, 1866 and died in Auburn, Indiana 
on September 10, 1903. Her parents came from Switzerland and her fa- 
ther was engaged in the milk, and possibly the cheese, business in 
Berne. John was born in October 1791 and died February 17, 1856. 
Mary was born June 20, 1810 and died in Auburn October 3, 1864. Both 
of Barbara's parents were dead before she was married. John came to 
Wayne County, Ohio in 1836 and to Auburn in 1843. He helped lay out 
the townsight of Auburn. The land was bought directly from the govern- 
ment. He acquired almost a thousand acres of land, enough to give 
each of his nine children a farm of eighty acres. 


In 1867 Charles and Barbara Ellen moved to Pennsylvania in Chester 
County, where he resumed his trade. Their first child, Frank, was 
born in Chester County near Fishers Hollow. Shortly thereafter the 
family moved across the Schuylkill River into Montgomery County where 
their other three children were born. Charles owned and operated a 
shop here and built and repaired buggies, carts and carriages. The 
largest town and the shopping center was Phoenixville, which was 
nearby. The children were born in the following order:

In 1874, a panic year, the family moved back to Indiana. Here Barbara 
Ellen had an eighty-acre farm. They traded this to Moses Ashleman, 
her brother, for a brick house and five acres of land. This was to 
become the birthplace of the Eckhart Carriage Company. In the parlor 
of the brick house Charles worked at his trade and built his first 
bugey. From this humble beginning was to grow the Eckhart Carriage 
Company and the AUBURN Automobile Co. 


Charles built a two-story shed 18 x 24 feet on the northwest corner 

of his five acres. Later a blacksmith shop 20 x 30 feet was built 
beside this. These buildings faced on what is now east seventh street 
in Auburn. Later these buildings were :oved to the east side of the 
property. They were added to and from this time on, about 1883, the 
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business grew into a factory, supplying the wholesale trade and building 
a complete line of buggies and surries. The business was incorporated 
first in 1885 and re-incorporated in 1893. 


As his sons grew up, Charles taught each one a trade which would fit 
him to help in the manufacture of carriages. Frank was taught to be a 
painter, and at the age of sixteen became foreman of the paint shop. 
Morris became a blacksmith and William learned the trimmer's trade, 
trimming and upholstering buggies. 


In 1893 Charles Eckhart retired and left the business in the hands of 
his sons. In 1887, at the age of twenty, Frank went on the road, sel- 
ling. In 1893 he assumed the active management of the business, and 
Morris went out selling. 


In 1902 the firm began to manufacture automobiles. This was due to 

the efforts of Frank. When he was unable to purchase a Winton car in 
1902, which he very much desired, he secured an engine, transmission, 
differential and other parts, and with the help of a blacksmith, assen- 
bled them into the first Auburn car. The first car had a lever to 
steer by, similar to the type used on early electric cars. Frank al- 
ready owned an Oldsmobile with a tiller type of steering, and he 
wanted something bigger and better than the Oldsmobile. 


In the year 1904 they built and sold fifty cars. A two-story building 
60 x 100 feet was built in the rear of the buggy factory and the Auburn 
Automobile Company was on its way to becoming a successful concern. 


In the early years of car-making there was considerable concern in the 
minds of the family as to whether it should be given up or continued. 
At that time the horseless carriage was spoken of as a plaything and a 
fad, and its future was prophesied as very indefinite. It was a good 
many years before the banks considered loans to car builders as safe 
and desirable investments. It was only on the insistence of Frank that 
the car business was continued. To his foresight was due the future 
fortune that was to come to the family through the Auburn Automobile 
Company. 


The Automobile factory burned down in 1909 and another larger plant was 
purchased. This grew from a few small buildings to a plant that covered 
several acres of ground. The Automobile Company had been incorporated 

in 1903, all the stock being owned by the family. After the move, Morris 
took the more active management of the car factory and developed the 
business into a sizeable investment. Good profits were made each year. 
Some years very phenominal earnings proved that Frank had been right in 
insisting on continuing the manufacture of cars. It was a wise move. 


In 1918 a Chicago Bank purchased the company. The family received over 

a willion dollars in cash and large blocks of common stock in the new 
company. Morris continued to manage the business under contract for them 
for a few years. He retired in 1920. Frank retired in 1918 and moved 

to Los Angeles, California, with his family to live. William nad moved 
to Los Angeles in the early part of the century and was associated in 

the auto trimming and top building business owned by his brother-in-law, 
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George Shugers, who was married to Annie Eckhart. 


The carriage business by this time, as the automobile came into its 
own, naturally dwindled away until all the family's interests were 
concentrated upon the automobile company. The manufacture of buggies 
was discontinued in 1918 and the old factory sold in 1920. Frank 
moved to Los Angeles in 1916 to live, as his health was poor, and 
eventually retired in 1918. He was very active in YMCA work and be- 
came a director of the Los Angeles Y and served as its President for 
twelve years. Frank served on the Board of Trustees of De Pauw Univ- 
ersity at Greencastle, Indiana, for several years and became a trustee 
of the University of Southern California in 1916. Part of the time he 
served as the Vice-president of this Board. He has served several 
years as a trustee of the Board of the Orthopedic Hospital for Children 


in Los Angeles. 


Charles Eckhart presented the city of Auburn with a free Public Library 
and later a park of several acres in the southern section of town. 

Charles was an ardent supporter of the teiperance cause and gave liber- 
ally of his time and money. He ran for governor of Indiana on that 

ticket at one time. His religious affiliations were with the Christian 
Advent €hurch, although he contributed to all churches. He donated the 
money to build a building at the Christian Advent College at Aurora, Jlli- 
nois and it was named Eckhart Hall in his honor. He gave to many good 
causes throughout the years of his life. 


Charles and Frank Eckhart gave to the town of Auburn a fine YMCA build- 
ing completely equipped with gymnasium and swimming pool, reading and 
recreation rooms.
